We 
would again call attention tothe limit of time for 
receiving catalogues which expires on July 3r, 
and once more urge upon our publishers to 
verify the count of their catalogues and make 
sure that 1750 are sent at the same time. 
Owing to circumstances some publishers do 
not care to get up new catalogues year by year, 
but they should certainly care to send us a new 
edition of the old catalogue with or without new 
additions rather than slip from their proper 
place in the alphabet. We relyupon the courtesy 
of all publishers to let us know at the earliest 
moment what their decision in regard to ‘‘ The 
Trade List Annual” is, and hope that no mis- 
taken idea of economy will lead them to deprive 
the bookseller of his lawful expectation that 
when he buys ‘‘ The Trade List Annual”’ he is 
investing in a catalogue of all the live books in 
the market classified under every live publisher.

AN ASSIGNMENT NOT VALID UNLESS WITH 
AUTHORITY OF THE COURT. 


GEORGE BARRIE has brought proceedings in 
the United States Circuit Court against the J. 
Dewing Publishing Company, of New York, to 
obtain possession of the two copyrighted books, 
entitled ‘‘ Picturesque California” and ‘‘ Illustri- 
ous Women.” It was related that the plaintiff 
obtained judgment for $3217.79 against the de- 
fendant on which execution was issued, a sale by 
the sheriff following. 

The plaintiff then became the purchaser of the 
defendant company’s property, which included 
the books mentioned. Afterwards the plaintiff 
on another claim secured judgment for $7520.59 
against the defendant; but there being no further 
property recovered nothing. 

It was then recited that the authority of the 
court is required before assignment of the copy- 
righted books can be valid. An injunction was 
also asked for to prevent the books from being 
sold or transferred to any one else. 


JUDGE GILDERSLEEVE DECIDES IN FAVOR 
OF DICK & FITZGERALD. 


JUDGE GILDERSLEEVE, of the Superior Court, on 
Friday, May 11, handed down a decision refus- 
ing to grant Pugilist Charley Mitchell an in- 
junction restraining Dick & Fitzgerald, publish- 
ers, of 18 Ann Street, from publishing a book 
called ‘* Mitchell’s Art of Boxing, by Prof. 
Charley Mitchell.” 

In hiscomplaint the former ‘‘ boxing champion 
of England” alleged that he was not the author 
of the book, or any part of it. Besides the in- 
junction, Mitchell wanted a judgment for $1000 
damages because he said a contract he had to 
supply material for a book had been cancelled 
on account of the publication by Dick & Fitz- 
gerald. He also wanted all the profits the pub- 
lishers had secured from the sale of the book. 

The defendants entered the plea that they had 
bought the plates for the book from Street & 
Smith, of 25-31 Rose Street, and that they had 
been duly copyrighted by the latter. 

Judge Gildersleeve denied the motion on the 
ground that the United States copyright pro- 
tected Dick & Fitzgerald, and no injunction 
could be obtained against them until Mitchell, in 
the regular way, had the copyright set aside and 
declared invalid by the proper authorities. 
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FOREIGN LITERATURE IN JAPANESE 
GARB. 


THE Japan Weekly Mail of March 17 has a 
long and curious article on ‘‘ Foreign Literature 
in Japanese Garb.” The task of presenting 
European and American books to Japanese read- 
ers is not one of translation merely, but of 
trans-nationalization, so to speak. Japanese 
views of life are so different from ours thata 
literal translation would often be incomprehen- 
sible except to Japanese who have travelled. 
Much ingenuity, sometimes perverse, sometimes 
praiseworthy, has been shown in overcoming 
this difficulty. Under the first head comes an 
old version of the ‘‘ Merchant of Venice’’ (known 
in Japan as ‘‘ Nin-niku saiban,” or the human- 
flesh trial at law), in which Shylock is a palpable 
Aino, Portia a smirking music-girl, /essica a 
Miyanoshita tea-house girl to the life, and so 
on, Ten years ago English novels were the 
first favorites; to-day Russian and German books 
have a larger sale, Tolstoi being the most ad- 
mired of all western writers of fiction. Goethe’s 
‘« Sorrows of Werther” is a great favorite, and 
his ‘‘ Reinecke Fuchs” is also popular, although 
‘the Japanese lose much of the exquisite humor 
of this satire in their sympathy with the woes 
of the maltreated wolf.” Schiller’s ‘‘ Robbers” 
has not proved popular. Moliére’s ‘‘ L’Avare”’ 
has given general pleasure, while of Zola’s books 
only one has been translated. Disraeli’s ‘‘ Co- 
ningsby” did not succeed, nor did ‘* Ivanhoe,” 
partly owing to inadequate translation. Jer- 
rold’s ‘‘ Curtain Lectures ’’ seems to have struck 
a responsive chord. ‘‘ Robinson Crusoe” also 
took well. Tennyson’s ‘‘ Enoch Arden,” Stan- 
ley’s ‘‘ Darkest Africa,’ and Mrs. Burnett’s 
‘* Little Lord Fauntleroy” are among recent 
successful productions. 





BUSTS FOR THE CONGRESSIONAL LI- 
BRARY. 


GENERAL CASEY, chief of United States engi- 
neers, has finally selected from the great body 
of American sculptors J. Scott Hartley, National 
Academician; Herbert Adams, and Mr. Ruks- 
thul to execute the nine colossal busts which 
will be cutin granite, and placed in the round 
architectural spaces on the main facade of the 
Congressional Library at Washington. Mr. 
Hartley’s subjects are Washington Irving, Ralph 
Waldo Emerson,and Nathanie! Hawthorne. To 
Mr. Herbert Adams have been assigned the busts 
of Demosthenes, Dante, and Sir Walter Scott. 
Goethe, Macaulay, and Benjamin Franklin are 
to be modelled by Mr. Ruksthul. There has 
been a meeting of the three sculptors, as re- 
quired by the chief of engineers, to confer in 
order to secure unity of treatment, and it was 
resolved that the nine busts, all supported by 
uniform pedestals, should be modelled in the 
nude.

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OBITUARY NOTES. 


PROFESSOR HENRY MORLEY. 


HENRY MORLEY, one of the most industrious 
and prolific literary workers of the age, died at 
Carisbrooke, Isle of Wight,on Monday, May 14. 
Prof. Morley was born in London, September 15, 
1822, and was educated at the Moravian School, 
Neuwied-on-the-Rhine, and at King’s College, 
London, of which he was afterwards made an 
honorary fellow. He practised medicine from 
1844-48, established a school at Liscord, Liver- 
pool, on a new method, but gave up all his other 
plans to devote himself wholly to literature, 
especially to making literature attractive and 
get-at-able to students. He became a journalist, 
and did much good work in the columns of 
Household Words and The Examiner. 

From 1857 to 1865 he was English lecturer at 
King’s College; then professor of English 
language and literature at University College, 
London, and then emeritus professor. He also 
served for many years as examiner in English 
language, literature, and history at University 
College, and professor of English language and 
literature at Queen’s College, London. From 
1882 to 1889 he was principal of University Hall, 
London. Edinburgh gave him the degree of 
LL.D. in 1879. He was not related, or not 
closely related to any of the other eminent men 
of his time who bear the same patronymic. 

Among his best-known works, many of which 
first appeared as essays for his journalistic work, 
are ‘* How to Make Home Unhealthy,” ‘‘A De- 
fence of Ignorar-e” ‘‘ Life of Palissy,” ‘‘ Life 
of Jerome Cardan, ~ Life of Cornelius Agrippa,” 
** Life of Clement Marot,” “‘ Gossip,” ‘‘ Memoirs 
of Bartholomew Fair,” ‘‘ Fairy Tales,” “ English 
Writers Before Chaucer,” ‘‘ From Chaucer to 
Dunbar,” ‘‘ Journal of a London Playgoer,” etc. 
Professor Morley also edited Steele and Addison’s 
Spectator, Florio’s ‘‘ Montaigne,’’ Boswell’s 
‘*Johnson,” A Library of English Literature, 
five volumes; Zhe Carisbrooke Library, Morley’s 
Universal Library, sixty-three volumes; and 
Cassell’s National Library. 


JULES LEMONNYER. 


THE death is announced in Paris of Jules 
Lemonnyer, a publisher well known to American 
book-collectors for his sumptuous reprints of the 
works illustrated by the vignettists of the eigh- 
teenth century in France. 

He was born in 1840. Ten years ago, the 
works of La Fontaine, Dorat’s ‘‘ Les Baisers,” 
Montesquieu’s ‘‘Le Temple de Gnide,’”’ Laborde’s 
** Chansons,” and the entire series of illustra- 
tions by Boucher, Cochin, Fragonard, and others, 
engraved by artists as delicate as Eisen, were 
made accessible by him at prices which seemed 
fabulous, but were relatively moderate. He 
used, in many instances, the original plates re- 
steeled, but the cost was enormous, the desire 
for eighteenth century vignettes had waned, and 
he lost a fortune. He relied, it is said, on 
American patronage, and this would not be ac- 
corded to editions of books, however beautiful, 
which were not original. 

He undertook the magnificent ‘‘ Edition Na- 
tionale”’ of the works of Victor Hugo, the publi- 
cation of the first volume of which wascelebrated 
by a festival famous in the annals of French lit- 
erary festivals, and also compiled a useful ‘‘ Bi- 
bliographie des Ouvrages Relatifs a l’Amour, 
aux Femmes et au Mariage.”

The 
preparation of an edition of the Bible in ancient 
Armenian has been completed, and several por- 
tions of the Bible in the Siamese language have 
been revised. The Scriptures printed and pur- 
chased during the year have amounted to 1I,559,- 
666 volumes, of which 1,133,775 were printed on 
the presses in the Bible House. The volumes 
issued from the Bible House numbered 1,039,- 
g60; in foreign lands, 407,699. 


STONE & KIMBALL, Chicago and Cambridge, 
have nearly ready ‘‘ The Ebb Tide,” a story of 
adventure in the South Seas, by Robert Louis 
Stevenson, printed at the University Press on 
antique, laid paper, with cover and title-page 
designed by T. B. Meteyard, another of those 
tasteful books by which this ambitious young 
firm is training the taste of bookbuyers.

ical tests of these; of the differences between 
inks and the relative order of their application 
to the document. ‘ 


JosEPH KNIGHT ComPANY have in press a new 
work on Switzerland, by W. D. McCrackan, au- 
thor of ‘‘ The Rise of the Swiss Republic.” It 
will be issued in two volumes, one entitled

history, scenery, and social conditions, in which 
are woven interesting narrative bits of history, 
legend,and biography. This house will shortly 
publish a unique little volume of collected verse 
on ‘‘ Pipe and Pouch, the Smoker’s Own Book of 
Poetry,” compiled by Joseph Knight, and gath- 
ering all the best verse devoted to praise of ‘‘ the 
weed,” from Raleigh and Spenser to the present 
day. They will bring out early in the fall a vol- 
ume of travel sketches, entitled ‘‘ Little Jour- 
neys Abroad,’’ by Mary Bowers Warren, who de- 
scribes four years of life and travel in England, 
France, Germany, and other countries of Europe. 


CoreLandD & Day will be the American 
agents for 7he Yellow Book, a new quarterly 
which has been eagerly expected by the read- 
ing world. In its outward form it exactly re- 
sembles a French novel, and has a yellow 
and black cover designed by Aubrey Beards- 
ley, who is art-editor of the new enterprise, 
and has also several very eccentric illustrations 
in the text, facts which insure originality of 
outward detail in the pages of the new magazine. 
The literary editor is Mr. Henry Harland (Sidney 
Luska), in whom, though an American, the Eng- 
lish publishers have put their trust. The sepa- 
rate numbers will consist of 320 pages of matter 
—fiction, poetry, and criticism—but will differ 
from all existing reviews in that the topics of 
the hour will be rigidly excluded, the idea being 
to make of Zhe Yellow Book a volume which 
shall be as welcome to the book-shelves ten years 
hence as to-day. The illustrations, which will 
be numerous, will not be an accompaniment to 
the letter-press, but will be works of art of en- 
tirely distinct value, and will stand by them- 
selves as separate contributions to the number. 
The whole thing is an entirely original idea, 
and as such deserves every encouragement and 
welcome, 


HouGHTON, MirFiin & Co. will publish on 
the 26th, or soon thereafter, several books of no 
little interest. Perhaps the one which will at- 
tract the most attention is Miss Murfree’s ‘‘ His 
Vanished Star,” which has appeared in the A7- 
lantic Monthly. At the same time will appear 
‘‘ Claudia,” by Miss Frances Courtenay Baylor, 
which gives a vivid picture of the interior life 
of a Virginia household of high breeding, but 
little wealth ; and ‘‘ Two Strings to His Bow,” 
by Rev. Walter Mitchell, admirably suited for 
summer reading, having a good plot, dramatic 
incident, varied characters, and an attractive style. 
A large-paper edition of the “ Familiar Letters of 
Thoreau” will appear, edited by F. B. Sanborn. 
Miss Florence A. Merriam, author of “ Birds in 
an Opera-Glass,” has written a very pleasant 


little book, “ My Summer in a Mormon Village,” 
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giving her observations during the summer of 
1893 inthe Salt Lake Basin, where, with Mrs, 
Olive Thorne Miller, she observed the scenery, 
birds, and most interesting of all, perhaps, the 
Mormons themselves. The sixth volume of 
Sargent’s monumental work, ‘‘ The Silva of 
North America,” is just ready, and a new edi- 
tion of Sweetser’s Guide Books, New Eng- 
land, White Mountains. and Maritime Provinces; 
also the fourth volume of the ‘“* Journal of Amer- 
ican Ethnology and Archzology,” edited by Dr. 
J. Walter Fewkes, and containing an account 
of the Snake Dance at Walpi; and last, but not 
least, ‘‘ The Christian Ministry, with Other Writ- 
ings,” a volume containing several papers of real 
value, by Rev. Theodore C. Pease, who had just 
entered upon the professorship of sacred rhet- 
oric at Andover Theological Seminary, and de- 
livered the inaugural address which forms the 
leading paper of this volume when he was taken 
ill and died. 
FOREIGN NOTES, 

REv. P. JANsz has just completed a transla- 
tion of the Old and New Testaments in Javanese 
for the British and Foreign Bible Society. He 
is over seventy years of age, has been forty-one 
years in Java, and is probably the best living 
Javanese scholar. 


A NEw history of Germany is announced. It 
is the work of Dr. E. F. Henderson (an English- 
man already known for his volume of ‘‘ Select 
Historical Documents’’), and it has been in 
process of construction for many years. The 
first volume will extend to the year 1272. 


THE refusal of W. H. Smith & Son to circulate 
Mr. George Moore’s new novel is causing a warm 
interest among authors and a lively discussion in 
the press. Mr. Faux, the head of Smith’s library, 
has been visited by several interviewers, to whom 
he stated the reasons for the course he has 
adopted. 


HacHeTTE & Co., Paris (N. Y., Dyrsen & 
Pfeiffer), have just issued ‘‘ Sydney Smith et la 
Renaissance des Idées Liberales en Angleterre 
au xrx*me Siécle ” (Sydney Smith and the renais- 
sance of liberal ideas in England in the Igth 
century), a publication significant of the recently 
awakened interest of the French in other nation- 
alities. 


ALLEN & Co., London, have published a neat 
little ‘‘ Epitome of Yachting,” in two volumes, 
by Baron T. de Wogan,a Frenchman.
